SYDNEY, Australia, Feb, 17 
(CP)—Unhappiest man in Sydney's 
abnormally wet season is “rain- 


maker” C. 8S, Richards 
Every day he gets a large batch 


of letters and telegrams blaming 
him personally for the rain that 
has fallen practically every day 


since he began experimenting with 
“dry tee” on clouds to produce 
artificial rain 

Richards has been accused 
modern witchcraft “that has 
out of hand,” and with having per

The seismograph crew tries to 
find these rock formations, They 
do this by drilling holes perhaps a 
hundred feet down to the bedrock, 
tamping down a charge of dyna- 
| mite, and exploding it, When ‘the 
explosion occurs it makes a minia- 
ture earthquake; It sends shock 
| waves travelling in all directions.

The first successful attempt to 
utilize cracking for the recovery 
of gasoline was made in the United 
States in 1913, by Dr, William M 
Burton His process required a 
heavy, cyitndrical steel tank in 
which a batch of heavy oll was 
strongly heated for 24 hours, under 
a pressure of 75 pounds to the 
square inch This induced cracking 
and the lighter oils were removed 
from the still by ordinary distilla 
tion processes, Nearly half of the 
cracked product was gasoline 

Imperial Ol! Limited introduced 
cracking to Canada by installing 
Burton stills in its Sarnia refinery 
in 1914 

BUT THE BURTON prove 
handling ol] in batches, was too 
slow to satisfy the insatiable maw 
of the rapidly-increasing number of 
motor cars. In 1923 a continuous 
process, called the tube and tank 
process, Was pul into operation al 
Imperial’s Calgary refinery.

No Signs of Shortage Yet Apparent 


World’s Proven Oil Resources 


(This 
address 


article, originally an 
by Eugene Holman, 
president, Standard Oil Co 
(New Jersey), was prepared 
before the Leduc oil field was 
proven.) 


The well which is credited 
with having launched the oil 
business on its adventurous 
career was drilled in 1859, and 
it had hardly ceased to be a 
nine days’ wonder before some 
person was foretelling an im- 
minent shortage of petroleum. 


Since that day 50 billion 
barrels of oil have been re- 
covered from the world’s 
oil-fields for mans’ comfort 
and convenience, 
PERIODICALLY the voice of 

the pessimist has been heard in 
the land, warning the petroleum 
industry that its days were num- 
bered, In 1914 the United States 
was told it had only 6 billion 
barrels ‘of oil left; in 1921 the 
figure was placed at 9 billion; by 
1925 it had dwindled to 5 billion 
and in 1934 the estimate was 13.5 
billion, These figures were not the 
mere guesses of crack-pot econo- 
mists but the considered opinion 
of certain recognized authorities. 

Yet, in the years between 1915 
and 1945, these same United States 
produced around 27 billion bar- 
rels and had established a reserve 
of 20 billion more. This is not so 
much a reflection on the crystal- 
gazing ability of the experts, as it 
is a tribute to the unceasing and 
herculean efforts of the oil in- 
dustry in its search for new fields 
and more efficient operating | 
methods. . 

What is true of the United States 
4s applicable to the world at large. | 
Any hint of impending 
has immediately been met by in- 
creased activity in the exploratory 
realm and, so far, the results have 
been more than sufficient to meet 
the need, so that, at the, close of 
1945, world reserves of petroleum 
were placed at 53 billion barrels. 

BEFORE GOING further it would 
be well to come_to an understand- 
ing as to wha the word “re 
serves” actually implies. It is 
simply this;—wells already drilled 
in the world’s producing oil fields 
have demonstrated that a definite 
amount of oil is still there for the | 
taking. These are “proven re-| 
serves”, which in the case of the | 
United States are placed at up-| 
wards of 20 billion barrels and, for 
the world as a whole, 53 billion) 
barrels. This is equal to about 20 | 
years world production at the pres- 
ent rate. 

To this we can add an anesti- 
mated amount of semi-proven and 
probable reserves. “Semi-proven” 
would include areas as yet un- 
drilled, within or adjacent to pro- 
ducing fields, where every indica- 
tion pointed to the existence of 
oil; “probable” reserves would 
comprise areas where, by one 
method or another short of actual 
drilling, the presence of oll could 
be confidently expected. 

WITH SUCH a tremendous vol- 
ume of oil in sight there might be 
a tendency to let the morrow take 
care of itself but, with the know-| 
ledge that oil is a wasting com- 
modity which, once taken, can 
never be replaced, the oil industry | 
is justified in taking a long view 
and the world-wide search for new 
fields is increasing instead of fall- 
ing off. 

Some people express the opinion 
that this is wasted effort, for they 
suggest that atomic energy has | 
already handed petroleum its coat | 
and hat and pointed to the way 
out.

you will find yourself minus a sum 


of money in the neighborhood of 
$150,000, You will then have only an 
inexpensive rig which is capable of 
drilling what oil men call medium 
depth fields such as the one near 
Leduc 

Biewer rigs, such as that 
penetrated 13,000 feet at Stolberg 
cost around $500,000 

If you still feel like drilling, you 
shouldn't forget that the rig is only 
the initial costs, Often the cost of

The wintry sun etched on the snow- 
covered farm lands of Leduc, the 
silhouette of a lone derrick. 


A towering pillar of fire and smoke 
belched heavenward proclaiming 
the birth of Imperial-Leduc No. 1. 


That was on February 13, 1947! 


The full import of that event, to Alberta’s economy in particular and Canada’s industrial 
life in general, cannot yet be fully estimated, but the time is opportune for stock-taking. 


For Leduc is one year old! 


It has been a year of effort; of progress and of success, 
despite the handicaps imposed by material shortages. 


There are now 40 producing wells in the 
field, 28 of which have been completed by 
Imperial Oil Ltd., and 12 by other interests. 
‘At a modest estimate the field has a proven 
area of 8,100 acres with reserves of from 
80,000,000 to 120,000,000 barrels. 


To date 450,000 barrels of excellent crude 
oil have been recovered, staying the down- 
ward trend of domestic production. 


Fifty-three miles of holes have been drilled. 
‘An eight-mile pipe line has been laid to 
railhead, linking up with 48,500 feet of 
gathering lines. 


One 10,000 barrel storage tank and two of 
5,000 barrel capacity are operating at 
Nisku, with facilities for loading 18 railway 
tank cars simultaneously. 


‘About 25 miles of road have been built, re- 
built, or conditioned for year-round use by 
co-operation between Imperial Oil, the Gov- 
ernment and municipality.

Edmonton sees the birth of a new industry, 
with a modern refinery taking shape on its 
doorstep. 


The successful completion of Imperial 
Woodbend No. 1 hints at a possible new 
discovery, or a substantial addition to 
Leduc’s proven acreage. 


Truly it has been a year of progress, but a 
mere recapitulation of statistics does not 
tell the full story of Leduc. 


It came into being at a time when the oil- 
seekers were becoming discouraged and 
gave an added incentive to further effort. 


It stepped into the breach when domestic 
production was on the wane; when con- 
sumption was piling up new records and 
when oil had to be hauled further, and at 
greater cost, to satisfy Canada’s refineries. 
It set up a chain of events leading to pres- 
perity. As far off as the Yukon men rolled 
up their sleeves and went to work because 


of Leduc, dismantling and moving & fe« 
finery for erection in Edmonton. Trades- 
men, storekeepers, construction workers, 
land surveyors, bank clerks, taxi drivers 
and newsboys all shared in the activity the 
field set in motion. 


The actuality of Leduc is impressive; its 
potentiality is even more important. 
Every barrel which flows from a Leduc well 
takes the place of a similar barrel of im- 
ported crude; every new well reduces the 
strain on our transportation and the drain 
on our U.S. dollars. 


Every new Leduc well brings the day nearer 


* when the needs of the prairie farmer and 


the demands of prairie industry will be met 
from prairie sources, ensuring abundant 
and eventually cheaper’petroleum products. 


Adequate domestic production will assist 
Canada’s entire industrial economy and, 
for the first time in three decades, there is 
arift in the clouds.

Francisco did not attend the con- 

ference held by the other four 

members of the commissign, He 


Scientists Not Yet Able to Say ¢ 
If Life Exists on Planet Mars 


he could be more definite om 
some phases of the immediate 
study which started in October 
and now is one-half complete, 

The observations have been 
aided by the use of a new Infra- 
red spectometer which was not 
available until the end of the 
war, 

The conclusion that the green 
spots are neither seed plants nor 
ferns—the two highest forms of 
plant life--was reached by com- 
paring infra-red photographs of 
such earth plants with those of 
the verdant areas of Mars, Dr, 
Kuiper explained. 

The discovery made this week 
at McDonald that there ts prac- 
tically no sulphur dioxide in the 
atmosphere of Mars was listed 
as a factor against the possibility 
of plant life. 

Dr. Kuiper explained that the 
deadly ultra violet rays of the 
sun are filtered out on the Earth 
by ozone. But Mars has no ozone, 
Sulphur dioxide could act as a 
similar filter but Mars has none, 

“It would have been nice if we 
had found it but we didn't,” he 
sald. 

The Mars studies will continue 
at top peak for the next two 
weeks, Mars came within 65, 
000,000 miles of the Earth last 
night. That was the closest It 
will be for another two yeara,

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Alberta Comes to the Rescue 

Leduc oil field, one year old, produced 
5,161 barrels of crude oil daily during the 
week ending February 9th. Turner Valley 
wells yielded 13,901 barrels daily, and wells 
elsewhere in Alberta 3,514 barrels, Total 
daily production was 22,576 barrels, against 
21,277 barrels per day in the preceding week, 
and 16,941 per day in the corresponding week 
last year, + 

This increase of output, mainly in the 
Leduc field, explains the announcement made 
last week by Imperial Oil officials that con- 
struction of a pipe-line from this area to Re- 
gina is under consideration. Alberta's ofl pro- 
duction is rapidly attaining large national 
importance, chiefly because of the new field 
discovered between Leduc and Edmonton, 
and which now extends to Woodbend, a few 
miles south-west of the city. 

Oil from this field was the big factor in 
boosting daily output for the province more 
than one-third during the past year. As new 


wells are being drilled in the proven area and | 


the limits of the productive zone are being 
pushed farther to the north-west, the record 
of expansion for the current year may be 
expected to be still more remarkable. 

It is suggested that within two years Al- 
berta wells may supply the entire western 
market. Important as these items are, the 


significance of this is by no means limited to | 
the employment created, the money distrib- | 
uted, and the help in balancing the dollar ex- 


change. Of even more vital consequence is 
the assurance that western agriculture, in- 
dustry and transportation, will not be ham- 
pered by lack of fuel and lubricating oil and 
gasoline, 

A shortage of these supplies would now 
be a fact in the whole of western Canada if 
it were not for the oil recovered from Al- | 
berta wells. And it would be imminent now if 
the Leduc field had not been discovered a | 
year ago and put under active development. 
Because of that discovery and development 
there is assurance—which there could not 
otherwise be—that farmers will be able to use 
their mechanical equipment to put In their 
apring crops, saw-mills and other oil-using 
industries to carry on, and buses, trucks and 
private cars continue to operate. 

Obviously, the opening up of this new 
source was most timely. It came just when 
United States supplies were running so low 
that export to Canada might have to be stop 
ped. It is now established that the pool—or 
pools—in this vicinity 1s large enough to meet 
the western demand for the indefinite future. 
It may even be found as exploration proceeds 
that Alberta can supply the whole Canadian 
market, 


Well - Deserved 

Veterans, veterans’ widows and depend- 
ents, and war orphans, are to get increased 
pensions, and married student veterans 
lurger allowances, The pension increases 
date back to the first of last October, the 
students’ allowance increase to the first of 


this year. 

In no classification is the increase mdre 
than moderate, but in all cases it was needed 
and will help substantially to better the posi- 
tion of the recipients. Moreover, Veterans’ 
Minister Gregg declined to say that the new 
scale ia permanent, The farthest he would 
go was that it provides “an equitable increase 
for the immediate future.” 

Most readers will be surprised to learn 
that the increases in pensions will affect 
400,000 persons, and that 45,000 veterans are 
taking university, vocational or correspond- 
ence courses, That is a striking reminder of 
the magnitude of Canada's efforts in two 
world wars, of the heavy proportion of our | 
people who are still suffering personal hard- 
ships, and of the large number of ex-service 
men and women who are taking advantage of 
the opportunity to secure education and | 
training. 

These changes will add $13,000,000 to the 
pension bill for the present year, bringing the | 
total up to $84,000,000; while the larger 
students’ allowances will require an extra 
$1,200,000, The taxpayers will not grudge 
the money. It was earned in the hardest of 
all possible ways, and at best is only a token 
payment on a debt which the nation can never 
discharge 


Regulating Bail Bonds 

Arising out of complaints that bail set in 
Edmonton's police court for two accused 
persons was excessively high, is the sugges 
tion that a fixed schedule of bail bonds be 
set by law, so that all persons accused of a 
certain crime could secure their release from 
eustody by the posting of a legally specified 
sum, 

This proposed schedule of bail bonds and 
eaah bail postings would take the fixing of

On the face of it, the suggestion may 
sound attractive. It appeals to the demo-

For instance, a man with a large financial 
and socia] stake in Edmonton might be ac- 
| cused of a crime, In the next cell might be 
confined a professional criminal, with no 
roots in Edmonton, in the toils for exactly 
the same crime, It is reasonable that the bail 
of the latter should be larger than the bail of 
the former, because the latter is infinitely 
more likely to run away, 

To narrow down the discretionary powers 
of the judiciary can be a highly dangerous 
| business, 


In The Vale of Kashmir 


Fighting has broken out again in Kash- 
mir, between troops from Hindu India and— 
it is said—raiders from Pakistan, Neither of 
these combatants has any business to be in 


ceded to have democratic rights, which are

| India, 

That is the key that could unlock the dif- 
ficulty. What should be done is plain, Hindu 
India should withdraw its troops, and Pakis- 
tan should stop raiding parties crossing the 
Kashmir border.

“He does this from two six 
times at night. He has a bald spot 
on the back of his head due to this 
pounding. We lose several nights’ 
rest a week and we can't remember 
when we have had an uninterrupted 
night's sleep. We feel that with all 
his energy he ought to sleep sound- 
ly at night, Thank you for an opin 
ion.”

OTTAWA, Feb. 18.—(CP)—Brit- 
ain can more than triple her cur- 
rent exports of automobiles to Can- 


ada under a new quota arrange- 


ment, it was shown yesterday In a 
document tabled in the commons 
by Finance Minister Abbott. 

The quota provides that Britain— 
each of the other non-dollar 
countries—may ship to the Do- 
minion this year up to $7,500,000 
worth of cars. Last year, Imports 


from the United Kingdom tn this 
line were only &2 000. 

The new quota, effective March 1, 
replaces the outright ban on the 
importation of all automobiles Into 
Canada imposed last Nov. 17 as 
part of the dollar-conservation pro- 
gram 

Announcement of the easing of 
the ban was made last week by 
Mr. Abbott, but the British allo 
cation was not made public until 
yesterday, However, Trade Minister 
Howe had indicated earlier it would 
be considerably above last year's 
figure, 

Mr. Abbott announced the Brit- 
ish figure in tabling a memoran- 
dum from Trade Minister Howe 
setting out details of new quotas al- 
located both dollar and non-dollar 
countries, 

As announced last week by the 
finance minister, the quotas from 
the dollar countries are heavily 
slashed from the amounts imported 
before the embargo, 

Canadian purchasers of United 
States-made cars will be cut to 
about 16 per cent of the 1947 total, 
Import of automotive parts also 
is hacked down considerably.
